Alpestris, Victoria. \Myosotis is an old familiar garden plant for bedding 
or edging. It is especially associated with pansies and Spring-flowering 
bulbs. The variety Victoria furnishes clusters of dainty azure-blue flow- 
ers on bushy little plants that reach a height of only about 6 inches. 
Plants that are set out this Fall will bloom next Spring. An advisable 
precaution Is to give them some slight protection over Winter.

BRISTOL 


Charming smaller cousins of the Pansies are the 
Violas that hundreds of home gardeners use in 
Spring rock-gardens. There they are really indispen- 
sable. They do well, too, in little pockets of soil along 
the edge of walks and steps, and in odd corners that 
need color. Either sun or part shade suits them. 


Simple Suggestions for Growing Pansies 


1. Choose a well-drained, sunny location (part shade is no obstacle). 


2. Cover the entire bed with at least an inch of well-rotted stable manure or 
some pulverized sheep or cow manure. Turn under to a depth of 6 to 8 inches and 
let it stand several weeks before setting out the plants. 


3. Pulverize the soil to a depth of 6 inches. Set the plants about 4 inches apart, 
as deep as they were in the nursery. Water well; shade in mid-day until well rooted 


4. Fertilize the bed every six to eight weeks. 


5. Cover with a light hay or straw mulch after the ground freezes.

ORDERING 

We aim to execute orders as soon as received, but in 
the rush season slight delays are unavoidable, and when 
such is the case an acknowledgment will be sent at 


once. If you order early and give a shipping date, we 


will be pleased to ship so that the orders reach their 
destination on or about the date specified. When no 
shipping instructions are given, orders are filled in the 
rotation in which they are received. 


TERMS 


Those desiring to open accounts will please furnish 
references from three parties with whom they have had 
credit relations and allow sufficient time for us to 
investigate; otherwise cash must accompany order. 


Remittances should be made by Post Office Money 
Orders, Drafts on New York or Philadelphia banks, 
or Express Money Orders, in amount sufficient to cover 
the complete order. Where it is impossible to obtain 
these, the letter should be registered. We cannot 
guarantee receipt of money sent in any other way. We 
reserve the right to decline C.O.D. orders. 


No charge is made for boxes or packing, except on 
shipments sent Parcel Post prepaid, and the additional 
cost for packing, and postage on these is covered by the 
additional 10, 15 and 20 per cent as per table of rates. 


In filling out your order, always give shipping direc- 
tions, and write Name and Address distinctly on each 
and every order. 


SHIPPING 


It is customary for our patrons to receive their 
orders from us in perfect condition. However, there 
are times when plants arrive slightly withered. When 
that happens, place only the roots in water, in order 
to revive them. Never set out a withered plant. 


Claims for shortage, etc., must be made within five 
(5) days after receipt of goods. 


HOW WE SHIP 

All orders are forwarded by Express or Parcel Post, 
purchaser paying charges. For those of our customers 
who wish their orders sent by Parcel Post, prepaid, 
additional charges must be added for special packing 
and postage.
